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MORE CO-OPERATION NEEDED 


Many a good project has been overwhelmed and pres] 
vented from being realized because it could not muster quite 
enough support to put it over. A little more co-operation 
from a few more people has often been the only element 
lacking to achieve success. There are too many people who 


want the other fellow to do all the battling and all the sac- 
rificing and if success is attained are frequently among the 
first to come rushing to the front for a share of the rewards. 

At no time in the world’s history has this tendency been 
more marked than at the present. Millions of workingmen, 
farmers, business men and employers of every description | 
are standing by, waiting and doing absolutely nothing to help 
make a success of the Recovery Program outlined by the 
N. I. R. A. Quite a few are even chiseling with feverish 
avidity and their undermining influence is one of the greatest 
obstacles to be overcome. Practically all of these slackers | 
and obstructionists say they are willing that the NRA pro- 
gram should succeed and bring about complete recovery, if it | 
can, but while it is being accomplished they are unwilling to 
do a tinker’s bit to bring it about, and the unabashed chisel- 
ers want to be left free to continue their cut-throat practices 
unhampered to the last ditich. 


The success or failure of the National Industrial Recovery 
Act will be determined largely by the extent to which the, 
chiselers will be overpowered in the near future and the ex- | 


tent to which the do-nothing slackers can be spurred into | 
a realization of the absolute necessity that they, themselves, | 
also do their part by co-operating with the various groups | 
that are factors in the national drive now being attempted to 
end unemployment and bring about recovery from our 
devastating depression throughout the United States. 

Co-operation does not consist of lip-service. It consists 
of joining the army made up of the “soldiers of the common, 
good,” who are battling to realize the aims, objects and pur- 
poses of the NRA aiming to end unemployment and depres- 
sion. It means becoming part and parcel of the group in 
which a worker or employer may be functioning. It means 
united effort to accomplish the realization of the recovery 
plan. This plan cannot succeed unless the majority of our 
people co-operate sufficiently to overcome and subdue not 
only the active opposition to it but also the heartrending in- 
difference which blocks progress among those who are doing 
absolutely nothing, except to hold out their greedy hands 
to get all they can get without doing anything in return to 
help bring it about. 

Any employer, who refuses to come under a regularly 
formulated code to which the rest of the employers in any 
given industry already are subscribing and living up to, is 
not co-operating in meeting our present emergency and all 
such cases should be treated as outside of the pale of those 
human beings who are entitled to the patronage of loyal cit- 
izens of the United States. 


As long as the laws of our land tolerated the open shop 
employer who refused to hire people if they belong to a 
labor union or fired those employed by him as soon as he 
learned they had joined a union there was some excuse for 
workers who did not have the courage to join a union. But 
now that the National Industrial Recovery Act has outlawed 
the anti-union open shopper and made it obligatory upon 
him, not only to let his employers organize but to deal with 
them collectively, there is now no longer any excuse for any 
workman neglecting or refusing to become a regular mem- 
ber of Organized Labor and by so doing make it possible for 
the National Industrial Recovery Act to function, for his own 
and everybody else’s benefit. Unorganized workmen cannot 
bargain collectively and unless the workers of any given in- 
dustry are organized and dealing collectively with their em- 
ployers the National Industrial Recovery Act automatically 
becomes a dead letter so far as such an industry is concerned. 


The unorganized wage earner of today is the most pitiful 
type of chiseler in existence. By refusing or failing to co- 
operate with his fellow-workers by joining the union of his 
calling he becomes the chief menace against the success of 
the National Industrial Recovery Act. This law cannot suc- 
ceed without collective bargaining and collective bargaining 
cannot be anything else than a joke unless the workers 
affected are organized and actually bargaining collectively. 


Starving in the midst of plenty, suffering want and desti- 
tution with every part of our country bulging with abundance 
and inability to obtain employment in a world, needing to 
have such endless amount of work done to supply the wants 
and needs of the people who occupy this earth, are conditions 
that will come to an end only when individual greed is pushed 
aside by organized farmers and organized workers and. their 
sympathizers in every part of the country and they col- 
lectively take such steps as are netessary in order to banish 
such contradictions from human relationships.
